The summer season in those waters 
is very short, giving the whalers only 
about six weeks to work on between 
the time that they must come in and 
go out again, and there is always ev- 
ery winter some ships that are com- 
peiled to winter at Hirschel Island. In 
1837 there were some sixteen ships froz- 
en in at Point Barrow, having been 
caught on their way to the Pacifis, 
just as they were this winter, and 
there was terrible mortality among the 
crews that winter, supplies running 
short and scurvy breaking out among 
the men.

Lodge, who 
in company with D. Martin, also of 
Cloose, and W. T. Daykin, lightkeeper 
of Carnanah point, went to the wreck 
by the land irafl on Tuesday after- 
noon soon after Lightkeeper L. Pater- 
son reported the shipwreck after the 
survivors in the boatswain’s boat had 
struggled in over the rocks to his sta- 
telegraphed today to Cape Beaic 
that they had seen the awful sight of 
every soul on board the wreck being 
swept to death without being able to 
do anything to save them. The party 
with ropes and supplies fastened to 
their backs struggled over the ardu- 
ous trail by night, suffering severely, 
but ever pressing on with the hope 
of rendering assistance and arrived at 
the wreck on Wedaesday morning. 


On reaching the top of a bluff the 
wreck was seen below partially sub- 
merged, and only fifteen yards from 
the face of the -bluff. Below them, 
huddled on the stili remaining deck- 
houses, Only a portion of which were 
above the heavily rolling sea which 
then swept with great force over the 
wreck and brok against the cliff, | 
were huddied many survivors and 
they plainly saw a large number of 
people clinging to the rigging. It 
was an awful disappointment to these 
people clinging to the rigging when 
they found the would-be rescuers were
